" BOSTON, Aug. 31.—More than 20 por- 
Bons were Injured at 5.30 yesterday af- 
ternoon when a shuttle" train on tne 
Elevated became unmanageable'in front 
of the North station and crashed into 
a bumper. 
But for the bumper, which was de- 


molished, two two-coach trains would 
have plunged through a thin iron fence 
and 
then down into Causeway street, 


30 feet below. 
Fortunately the bumper stopped the 


•wild train, and the majority of the MO 
passengers escaped with nothing- more 
serious than a bad scare and a shak- 
lnNearly a score of the passengers were 
taken to . tiie Helief hospital, where 
they were treated for :n]uiies, which 
ranged from mental shock to broken 
bones. No one was really seriously in- 
jured, and aside from a few broken 
windows and some splintered wood on 
the train, the worst damage was that 
done to the bumper itself.

The noise 
of the crash could be heard for blocks.

frantically to work the brakes, stepped 
from his box in tho front of the cat 
crying .

the front of the forward 'car, and then 
a. terrific crash. 
Panic Follows Crash 


Wild confusion followed. Men brok- 
•windows in a mad scramble to get out 
of tho two cars, and trampled over 
women and children. Everyone fough 
his or her neighbor In an effort to get 
Bomewhero other than where ho or 
she happened to be. 


- Guard Charles Winter, who was be- 
tween the two cars when the crasr 
came quickly opened the side doors o 
both cars,- allowing 
the 
pushing 
screaming mass of humanity to ugh 
its way to tho platform. 
The two cars were crowded. 
Each 
"seated 48 persons, 
and 
each had as 
many more-persons standing. At every 
stop from tho South station on, crowds 
of home-goers had Jammed themselves 
into tho two cars. 
Car 029, with Motorman Donnelly 
•was ahead, and car 044 was hitched be 
hind. Tho train moved along at a fai: 
rate of speed, it is said. As it drew into 
the North' station platform, however 
It was noted that it did not seem to 
slacken sVe'ea much. 
Passengers standing near the motor- 
man's box saw him frantically pulling 
at something over his head. 
Women Passengers Alarmed 


Then 'came what many -women pas- 
sengers believe, was an explosion In 
the front of car 020, but 
which men 
passengers say was only a fu.se blowint 
out. This gave tho passengers, partic- 
ularly the women, a preliminary shock 
Several of them screamed and jumped 


from their seats. 
Just then tho motormart leaped from 
his box, crying: "Stank back!"

> terior of the forward car became a 
scene of wild struggling. 
Then came 
the crash as' tho car hit the bumper 
tearing away its woodwork and bend- 
ing its iron supports double. 
It sctmed for a second as though the

Then there was 
a second,1 milder shock, the recoil, anc 
the train stopped.. . . 
The motorman's box was partially 
wrecked. 
-Donnelly 
escaped 
injury 
as did Guard Winter. 
Within a couple of minutes after tho 
crash the first ambulances wore on tho 
1 scene and the injured were being- car- 
ried down stairs and placed in them 
Shortly afterwards the wrecked train 
-was towed away.

The largest question before the new 
ninistry will bo the question of cai- 
ns out the government's pledges to 
he labor unions that their pre-war 
position will be restored to them. Em- 
iloyers frequently have urged that this 
vill bi>, possible. Union leaders insist 
that the government has siven its 
)ledgc and must fulfill it. 
Discussing this phase of 
post-war 
conditions, Professor L. T. Hobnouse, 
head of the department of sociology In 
Condon university and one of tho gov- 
ernment's advisers on labor, said to- 
day: 
"The business of the minister of re- 
construction is to think out the best 
methods by which the half-formulated, 
talf-understood impulses of tho masses 
of people can get themselves expressed 
s a reasonable manner. Tho first prob- 
em with which we shall be faced Is 
hat of reconstructing trade union con- 
ditions. I say reconstructing advisedly, 
jecause if we were to speak, of reb- 
oration there 
would be those who 
would say at once that it is impossible 
in viev of tho total change in condi- 
tions which tho war has brought about. 
"But this is a problem in which the 


good faith of the government is In- 
volved. Nothing could be more definite 
than the pledge to trado unionists tha.t 
tho alterations involved in dilution of 
abor and the suspension of 'customs 
of tho trade' should hold only for the 
period of the war. If this pledge is not 
'ulfilled it will be a fatal blow to the 
confidence of the public in the good 
faith of governments. If It Is shown 
that it cannot be fulfilled because cir- 
cumstances have altered, the answer 
must be that we can only vary a ple.d&o 
with the consent of.the persons to whom 
the pledge was made.

Xciv Itomlis Deadly 


American experts have developed a 


depth bomb for use against submarines 
that is deadly at considerable range, 
The bomb, containing high explosive, 
is dropped from a destroyer over a spot 
where the presence of a submerged U- 
boat is indicated. It is time tl to ex- 
plode at a certain depth. 
If tho ex- 


plosion occurs below iho U-boat and 
within a reasonable distance, the hull 
of tho underwater craft cannot with- 
stand the pressure, but is crushed like 
an eggshell. 
Signs oE the destruction In this way 


appear on the surface in the shape of 
oil from ruptured fuel tanks., bits of 
floating wreckage and the like. That is 
all that is ever heard of the lost boat 
It is difficult, therefore, to be certain 
of a hit. as the Germans more than 
once have released oil purposely, turned 
loose wreckage prepared in advance and 
done everything else poFRiblc to create 
the impression that a boat has been 
sunk. 
Airplanes are being used in conjunc- 


tion with th« destroyer work of the 
allies along the French coast and in 
the channel. 
So far the American de- 
stroyers have not worker! with aircraft, 
but 'that means of detecting the pres- 
ence of submarines will be used where- 
ever practicable as the planes become 
available. 
Submarines' Ranee Limited 


The tinder water radius of the aver 
age U-boat is less than 150 miles under 
most favorable conditions. To get that 
distance it could travel only a few miles 
an hour. It is argued, therefore, that 
if, by means of aircraft, destroyers and 
all other agencies for the detection of 
submarines, a zone of 150 miles or less 
in width could be drawn about the Ger- 
man bases or the entrance of the North 
sea in which a submarine could como 
to the surface only at rare intervajs, 
the Germans would not be able to op- 
erate on a scale to threaten 
supply 


lines except inside that zone. 


"Whatever the plans of the allied gov- 


ernments are as to future policy against 
the U-boats, rapid development of tho 
devices for checking the 
underwater 
campaign, accelerated by the entrance 
of the United States into the war, are 
now taking such shape as to indicate 
that a way may be found in the end 
to dispose of the menace. 
Results of U-boat activities this win- 


ter will' be closely watched as having 
bearing on the subject. Rough weather 
may work equally against submarines 
or anti-submarine plans.

1400 men, including machinists, boiler- 
makers, blacksmiths, carpenters, ma- 
chinitss' helpers and others employed 
in the Boston & Maine car shops at 
Billerica went on strike this afternoon 
in accordance with an order affecting 
shops In all parts of the Boston & 
Maine railroad system. 


A few weeks ago the employes .of 


the car shops all over the system, 
about 4000 in all, filed a demand with 
the company for an. increase in wages 
of 6 cents an hour and later, so it,is 
reported, they added two more cents to 
their demand. 
The proposition was 


submitted to the officials ot the i-a.il- 
road, but was rejected. 
Last week tho 4000 members of. the 
various crafts employed 
in 
tho cur 
shops were called to vote as to whether 
or not a strike should be declared and 
the result of the vote was overwhelm- 
ingly in 
favor of a strike. 
Tho 
matter was again submitted to the rail- 
road and a conference was held in Bos- 
ton between officials of the road and 
representatives of the various crafts. 
Today news reached this city to the 
effect that the Boston &, Maine rail- 
road had offered an Increase of two 
cents an hour and that was.immedi- 
ately rejected and 2 o'clock this after- 
noon was set as the time for the strike 
to become operative In all the car 
shops ,of the system.

BOSTON, AUB. 31.—More than 20 por- 


Bons were injured at 6.30 yesterday af- 
ternoon when a shuttle train on tne 
Elevated became unmanageable'in front 
of the North station and crashed into 
a bumper. 


But for tho bumper, •which waa de- 


molished, two two-coach trains would 
have plunged through a thin iron fence 
arid 
then down into Causeway street, 


.30 feet below. 
Fortunately the bumper stopped the 


•wild train, and the majority of the 150 
passengers escaped with nothing more 
serious than a bad scars and a shak- 
n§early a score of the passengers were 
taken 
to tho Belief hospital, whore 
they were treated tor injuries, which 
ranged from mental shock 
to broken 
bones. No one was really seriously in- 
jured, and aside from, a few • broken 
windows and some splintered wood on 
tho train, the worst damage was that 
done to the bumper itself. 
Crnsn Conies at Kusli Hour' 


The accident 
happened during the 
rush hour, and the shuttle train, operat- 
ing between the South and North sta- 
tions on the L, was packed. The noise 
of the crash could be heard for blocks. 
Every available 
ambulance 
was 
'rushed to tho scene, it being believed 
at first that many of the passengers 
had been hurt seriously. 
The exact cause of the accident 13 


uncertain.

According to passengers, the Wl°™r- 


man, George J. Donnelly, did »ve£y7 
thing in his power to prevent it. bu< 
the brakes did not work 
• 
Passengers seen at the station and at 
tho Relief hospital all said that when 
the train was about 20 leet from the 
bumper, Donnelly, who had been trying 
frantically to work the brakes, stepped 
from his box in the front of the car 
crying . "Stand back! Stand back' • I 
can't stop her! 
T-he brakes don't work! 
The next thing the passengers knew 
there -waa a flash and an explosion m 
the front of the forward -car, and tnen 
a terrific crash. 
Panic Follows Crash 


Wild confusion followed. Men broke 
' windows in a mad scramble to get out 
of tho two cars, and trampled over 
women and children. Everyone fought 
his or her neighbor in &n effort to get 
somewhere other than where ho or 
Bhe happened to be. 
Guard Charles Winter, who was be- 
tween the two cars when the crash 
came quickly opened the side doors of 
both cars, 
allowing 
the 
pushing 
screaming mass of humanity to fight 
Its way to tho platform. 
The two cars were crowded. 
Each 
seated 48 persons, 
and 
each had as 
many more persons standing. At every 
stop from tho South station on, crowds 
of home-goera had Jammed themselves 
into the two cars. 
Car 029, with Motorman Donnelly, 
was ahead, and car 044 was hitched be- 
hind. Tha train moved along at a fair 
rate of speed, it is saifl. As it drew into 
the North station platform, however, 
it was noted that it did not seem to 
slacken speed much. 
Passengers standing near tho motor- 
man's box saw him frantically pulling 
at something over his head. 
"Women Passengers Alarmed 


Then came what many women pas- 
sengers believe, was an explosion in 
tho front of car 029, but 
which men 
passengers say was only a fuse blowing 
out. This gave the passengers, partic- 
ularly the women, a preliminary shock. 
.Several of them screamed and Jumped 


from their seats. 
Just then tho motorman leaped from 
his box, crying: '/Stank back!" 
This alarmed everyone and the in- 
terior of tho forward car became a 
scene of wild struggling. Then came 
the crash as tho car hit the bumper, 
tearing away its woodwork and bend- 
Ing Its iron supports double. 
It seemed for a second as though the 
car had left the track. Then there was 
a second,- milder shock, the recoil, and 
the train stopped. 
The motormari's box was partially 
wrecked. 
.Donnelly 
escaped 
injury, 
as did Guard Winter. 
Within a. couplft of minutes after the 
crash the first ambulances were on the 
ecene and the injured.' were being car- 
ried down stairs and placed in them. 
Shortly afterwards tho wrecked train 
ifras towed away.' 


An inquiry, into the cause of the ac- 
toident probably will' take place today.

The largest question before the.new 
ministry will be the question o£ ear- 
ns out the government's pledges to 
tho labor unions that their pre-war 
position will bo restored to them. Em- 
ployers frequently have urged that this 
will be possible. Union leaders Insia 
that the government "has given its 
pledge and must fulfill it. 
Discussing this phase of post-wa: 
conditions, Professor L. T. Hobnoune 
lead of the department of sociology in 
London university and one of the gov- 
ernment's advisers on labor, said to- 
day:"The business of tho minister of re 
construction is to think out the bes 
methods by which the half-formulated 
ialf-understood impulses of tho masse 
of people can get themselves expressed 
s a reasonable manner. The first prob 
iem with which we shall be faced ii 
that of reconstructing trade union con 
ditlons. I say reconstructing advisedly

Members of the price fixing commit- 
tee are agreed that a price of ?2.20 
for wheat will permit of a fourteen 
ounce loaf of bread for five cents, al- 
lowing a fair profit to both the flour 
manufacturer and tho baker. 
During the last ton years the high- 


est average price paid to 
- producers 


for wheat was the Jum 1 price, 1D17, 
virtually $2.49 per bushel. Up to the 
present time the price 
has 
ranged 
between a minimum of 76 cents paid 
in December, 1912 to the above max- 
imum. 
The price has been mounting stead- 


ily but never has such a high 
level 


been reached and maintained as since 
the outbreak of the war.

price went as high as $1.2.5 a 
bushel 


in June, 1309, receding till 
it 
again 


took an upward curve in 1915, reach- 
ing virtually $1.30 a bushel in Febru-

WASHINGTON. Aug. 31.—Cotton pro- 


duction prospects improved to the ox- 
tent of 550,000 bales during August 
and brought the estimate pf final out 
turn to 12.499,000 equivalent 500-pound 
bales. That quantity was forecast to- 
day by the department of agriculture 
on the condition of the crop Aug. 26, 
which showed a decline pf 2.25 points 
compared with a, ten year average of 
6.6 points decline. Acre yield was fore- 
cast at 174.6 pounds 
compared 
with 


166.9 pounds forecast from July 25 con- 
ditions. 
The cotton crop specialist summar- 


izes the cotton crop situation of Aug. 
25 as follows: 
"The most noticeable feature In cot- 


ton crop conditions at this time is 
the heavy deterioration •which has oc- 
curred In Texas. No rain of real ben- 
efit fell in central a-nd southern Texas 
during the past month and the crop 
wtnt to pieces rapidly. In much of this 
section one picking got tho crop, and 
the stalk is dead or so badly damaged, 
that nothing could 
now 
benefit it. 


Should heavy rains come at this late 
date it is doubtful if it would benefit 
the crop. 
Frost probably would get 


any new fruit that was put on. 
"In portions of northern and east- 
ern Texas and in almost 
the 
entire 
cotton belt to the east improvement 
was made during the month, the chief 
exception being portions of Florida, 
Alabama and Georgia, where because 
of too much rain, weevils are raving 
the crop. 
In tho older weevil infested 
states weevils are doing less damage 
than in former years. 
"Army worms are reported in several 
sections, but there has been no ma- 
terial damage to date. 
Rust, blight 
and shedding are local complaints in a 
number of the states. 
"The crop generally Is fruiting well 
and seems to have overcome a part 
of its lateness in many sections. How- 
ever, in the northern part of the belt 
there is much young cotton which will 
require at least a normal frost date 
to reach full maturity. 
"The crop has been largely picked 
and ginned in 
portions 
of southern 
Texas and picking Is in progress ev- 
erywhere In the southern part of tho 
cotton belt. 
There is some fear that a 
scarcity of pickers will be felt In most 
of the states."

- can war vessels are regularly eacorL- 
jnjr fleets of British, French or other 
allied merchantmen across, the protec- 
tion being supplemented, when the dan- 
ger zone-is reached, by the destroyers 
and other patrol craft. 
- American.naijil officials believe that 
an effective system for checking tnc 
Submarine, menace 
is being built up 
gradually but certain.

Official reports indicate that American 
destroyers have accounted for several 
U-boats with' these weapons.

.jiounccment of such incidents will be 
Imade, however, unless absolute proof 
of the fact is available. 
TU-Bont Menace Leinened 


No U-boat has been captured by the 
Americans. It is the best, judgment of 
-his officials,.however, that several have 
been sunk by .Admiral Sims' destroyers 
and they- aro' more confident than ever 
before, that the submarine menace will 
1)0 substantially abated as the number 
of destroyers and other craft available 
for work is Increased. 
Reports from London that the subma- 
'rlnes are working now farther at sea 
"than formerly were confirmed by the 
navy department. It may be that new 
boats of greater size and better sea- 
keeping qualities lend to this extension' 
of the zone, activities, .but It is re- 
garded as more probable that ths In- 
creased and increasing vigilance of the

The decision of the navy department 
to spend $350,000.000 on ti*.v,- destroyers 
and destroyer building- facilities, ap- 
proved Wednesday by President Wilson, 
is based on the effectiveness of the 
swift fighting machines as proven by 
Admiral Kims' forces. 
Every effort 
to speed the new pro- 
gram as well as the old will be made 
and during the noxt y.ar the Ameri- 
can destroyer force in Buiopean waters 
probably can be more than doubled. De- 
stroyers now under construction are bo- 
ing rushed to completion and reports 
say 
satisfactory progress 
is being 


made. 
Xeiv Ilombs Deadly 


American experts have developed a 
depth bomb for use against submarines 
that is deadly at considerable range. 
The bomb, containing hl'fh explosive, 
Is dropped from a destroyer over a spot 
where the presence of a submerged U- 
boat is Indicated. It is tinud to ex- 
plode at a certain depth. 
If the ex- 
plosion occurs below the U-boat and 
within a reasonable distance, the hull 
of the underwater craft cannot with- 
stand the pressure, but is crushed like 
an eggshell. 
Signs of the destruction in this way 
appear on the surface in the shape of 
oil from ruptured fuel tanks, bits of 
floating wreckage and the like. That is 
all that is ever heard of the lost, boat 
It is dinicult, therefore, to be certain 
of a hit. as the Germans more than 
once have released oil purposely, turned 
loose wreckage prepared In advance and 
done everythinft else possible to create 
the impression that a boat has been 
sunk. 
Airplanes are being ussd In conjunc- 


tion with the destroyer work of the 
allies along the French coast and in 
the channel. So far the American de- 
stroyers have not worked with aircraft, 
but "that means of detecting the pres- 
ence of. submarines will be used where- 
ever practicable as the planes become 
available. 
Submarines' Range Limited 


The under water radius of the aver- 
age U-boat is less than 160 miles under 
most favorable conditions. To get that 
distance it could travel only a few miles 
an hour. It IB argued, therefore, that 
if, by means of aircraft, debt-overs and 
all other agencies for the detection of 
submarines, a zone of 150 miles or less 
in width could be drawn about the Ger- 
man bases or the entrance of the .North 
sea. in which a submarine could come 
to the surface only at rare intervals, 
the Germans would not be able to op- 
erate on a scale to threaten supply 
lines except inside that zone. 
Whatever the plans of the allied gov- 
ernments are as to future policy against 
the U-boats, rapid development of the 
devices for checking the 
underwater 
campaign, accelerated by the entrance 
of the United States Into the war. are 
now taking such shape as to indicate 
that a. way may be found in the end 
to dispose of the menace. 
Hesults of U-boat activities this win- 
ter .will be closely watched as having 
bearing on thn subject. Rough weather 
may work equally against submarines 
or anti-submarine plans.

The President's Announcement 


The announcement was made at the 
White House in the following statement 
by the president: 


"Section .11 of the food act provides, 
among other thins, for the purchase and 
sales of'wheat and flour for the govern- 
ment ' and appropriates money for the 
purpose.

of wheat and 
noiir for-our allies and to a considerable 
degree for'neutral countries also, has 
been placed under the control of the 
food administration. 
_ "I have appointed a committee to de- 
lermrrie a. fair price to be paid in gov- 
enjment purchases. The price now rec- 
omrnfrhdod by that commit toe—§2.20 per 
bushel at Chicago, for the basic grade— 
will bo rigridly-adhered to. by the food 
administration.

'it is tho hope and expectation of 
the food administration, and my own 
also,-that this step will at once stabil- 
ize and keep within moderate bounds 
the price of wheat for all transactions 
throughout the present crop year, and 
in consequence the prices of flour and 
bread also.
